W rites From Ie Shim a 


S/S G T . REVIS ROBERTSON 


At last war secrets can be told, 
and who is better qualified to relate 
a good account than S/Sgt. Revis 
Robertson, son of Mr. and Mrs. R. J. 
Robertson, farm ers and ranchers in 
Fisher County, a few miles west of 
Hamlin. Sgt. Revis is their only child 
and during the long months that he 
has been in the Pacific, sometimes 
several weeks would pass and not a 
word was heard from their son. But 
now it is different, for when you 
scale the maps, you will find that this 
young farm er - rancher - accountant- 
cowboy has traveled over a lot of 
w ater 
and 
hundreds of 
miles 
of 
swampy 
lands. Now he writes his 
Dad and Mother freely from that 
famous island “ Ie 
Shima” 
(which 
should be re-named “ Ernie Pyle” ) 
fa r over on the Jap side of the Pac­ 
ific, off Okinawa a short distance. 
Here is a part of what he says: 
“ Dear Mamae and Dad, 
If you 
will look on your map in the right 
place, you will find a little place oy 
the name of Ie Shima. Well, th at is 
where I happen to be at the present 
time. It is a very small island but a 
great deal of history has been made 
in this vicinity the past few months. 
“ We have a right pretty view from 
here. Our tent is on a coral cliff, 
some one hundred feet high, I guess, 
overlooking the ocean. During the 
day, the w ater below is a deep blue 
and very calm and peaceful. Direct­ 
ly below are large coral rocks and 
lots of pretty sea-shells. I haven't 
been down to investigate yet, as I 
have been busy setting up the sec­ 
tion, but think I will in a day or so. 
O f course if I were a writer o f de­ 
scription, I could draw you a very 
pretty picture, but that not being 
the case, you will have to use a great 
deal of your imagination. We have 
rath er long days. The sun was shin­ 
ing this morning at 5 anti it is now 
7 P. M. and the sun is still shining. 
‘‘Well, I had the opportunity and 
pleasure to sic the Jap peace dele­ 
gation on its way to Manila. 
They 
came in here, landed, and continued 
on their journey. Th. re were two 
planes, Jap of course, painted white 
with luigc 
c rc :... painted en 
them. I happened to be close up, so 
I got a real good look at them. I’m 
sending you a couple of pictures of 
the Jap delegation 
it 
appeared 
here on Ie Shima. These are very 
good pictures as I saw these same 
scenes first-hand.

Pioneer H otel M anager,

number of our planes up in the air 
as escorts. I imagine the Japs got 
somewhat of a surprise and proba­ 
bly decided they had surrendered in 
good time when they saw, first-hand, 
the might of American air power. 
Even at that, they saw only a part 
of it. 
“I am sure there were a great 
number of newspaper 
articles on 
Ernie Pyle’s death. I have seen the 
spot where he was killed by a Jap 
sniper; also his grave where there 
has been erected a beautiful monu­ 
ment in his honor. There is a small 
but rugged hill or mountain not far 
from where I am sitting now, where 
that Jap sniper, as well as several 
thousand others, went to meet their 
ancestors. 
“ I have had quite a few hours in 
the air— do not lack many having 
something like 
IOO hours. I have 
flown all the way from Pert Mors- 
by, N. G., to Ie Shima, besides the 
furlough trip to McKay, Australia. 
I’ll give you some of the places: 
Brisbane, Australia, where I landed 
Dec. 5, 1943 (from the States); Port 
Morsby, 
Gusap, 
Tadji, 
Hollandia, 
Finsch Hafen— all in New Guinea. 
Then to Biak, N. E. I., and on to the 
Philippines.

Atom Energy and Future Power 


Probable developm ent of atomic 
energy for household and indus­ 
trial uses gives rise to th e ques­ 
tion as to w hether such energy 
.could displace present sources of 
power and energy such as gas and 
electricity. Thom as S. Bacon, re­ 
search engineer fo r Lone S ta r Gas 
Company, sta te s th a t the new de­ 
velopment lends em phasis to the 
im portance of exportation of n a t­ 
ural gas from Texas in ofuv.T thai. 
its benefits m ay be derived while 
a m arket still exists. 
“The atom ic bombing of Hiro­ 
shim a m eant the se . ' g ( * Lhc 
p rim ary problem of tho b e of 
atom ic energ y,” Mr. Bacon said. 
“ The secondary p re p la n , th e peace 
tim e use of atomic en rg>% re ­ 
m ains unsolved. T ne energy is cer­ 
tainly there, but w ays of eco­ 
nomically 
releasing it are not 
presently known. W a n and it 
these w ays become known, the 
gas, petroleum and electric in­ 
dustries m ay become out of date.
